PAYMENT IN N. Y. BANKS

Initial Instaliment of $38,733,000

Pald by Exchange of Credits

New York, June 1.—(By A, P.)—
The first installment o:h Ge:‘nlllllny .lo -
aration payment to e s
made through the United States—§85,
783,000—today was in the Federal Re-
serve Nank of New York. The German
Government, through four New York
banking Institutions, complated the de-
Imllt yesterday. The banks represent-
ng Germany were: Hallgarten & Oo.,
Equitable Trust Co,, s&-m & Co., and
the Quaranty Trust Co.

The payments were not made in ae-
tunl cash or gold, but in the transfer
of the banking credits of the four
financial houses.s The bankers for sev-
eral days have been sending n series of
their own checks, against the balances
of the German Government in their in-
stitutionn, to the Faderal Reserve Bank,
The credit thus transferred was placed
in the Federal Bank to the credit of
the Bank of England and the Bank of
rance.

LINER WASHINGTON
DAMAGED BY FIRE

Steamship on Which Wilson
Sailed for Peace Conference
Loses Two Decks

WAS BEING REMODELED

New York, June 1.—The steamship
George Whashington, fornier Gorman
liner and transport used by Woodrow
Wilson on his two trips to France dur-
Ing the Peace Conforence, was badly
damaged last night by a mysterious fire
that threatened for a time to destroy
the vessel.

The fire started after workmen who
have been recondltioning the vessel in
the yarde of the “Yietjen & La .

No estimate of the dam-
age could be had, but it was aaid that
much of the repairs ordered by her new
owners, the United States Mail Line,
were burned.

Tt wan planned by the United States
Mnil Line to make the Goorge Wash-

ington the finest passenger carriar
oflont, More than $1,000, worth of
repairs  and improvements had been

ordered, The work was begun on the
first of May, when the ship was brought
down from Boston, and she wae to have
been turned out of the yard on the first
of July. Her first sailing for Ply-
mouth was scheduled for July 20,

At 8:80 o'clock last night John Cross,
chief watchman for the Tietjen &
Lang yards, detected the odor of smoke
as he passed through a companionway
just beneath the bridge. Fe wan out-
side the door to the eabin uxed by the
ressel's commanding officer and he could
pee smoke leading through a ecrevies in
the doorsill.

Axes were called for nnd Cross, as-
sisted by half a dozen watehmen,
wtarted to  break their way Into the
eabin.
